6) PUBLIC HEARINGS:

A. Amendments to the Lincoln-Lancaster County Air Pollution Program Regulations
and Standards, which shall include an update of current regulations by
including recent changes in Nebraska and EPA air quality requirements in
addition to requiring a registry of emergency electric generators operated in
commercial, industrial, and institutional facilities.  The amendments shall also
provide a more efficient permit process for operators of emergency electrical
generators who wish to participate in a special power purchase program
established by the local utility.  (A copy is on file in the County Clerk’s Office.)

B. An application for an amusement license from Fosters Tap, Inc. to hold a street
dance on Saturday, August 2, 2003 from 7 p.m. to 1 a.m. on Main Street from
Broad to “B” Streets in Princeton, Lancaster County, Nebraska.  

7) OLD BUSINESS:

A. An agreement with BryanLGH Medical Center for professional nursing services
for the Lancaster County Mental Health Center.  The nurses shall be available
24 hours a day, 7 days per week.  The term of the agreement is from June 1,
2003 to June 30, 2004.  The County shall pay $41.84 per hour for the services.

8) NEW BUSINESS:

A. An application for a Special Designated License from Fosters Tap Inc., located
at 24049 South 12th Street in Princeton, Lancaster County, Nebraska, to have a
beer garden in connection with a street dance on Saturday, August 2, 2003
from 8 p.m. to 12:30 a.m. 

B. An agreement with Sheila Kodoi to act as a facilitator for the “Try Another Way”
grant which was received from the Nebraska Crime Commission to provide
gender-specific training for the entire State of Nebraska.  The term of the
agreement is from July 1, 2003 to June 30, 2004.  The County shall
compensate the contractor for up to $7,500 worth of services.  (C-03-0371)

C. An agreement with Diane Fern to act as a facilitator for the “Try Another Way”
grant which was received from the Nebraska Crime Commission for gender-
specific training for the entire State of Nebraska.  The term of the agreement is
from July 1, 2003 to June 30, 2004.  The County shall compensate the
contractor for up to $7,500 worth of services.  (C-03-0372)

service of two Sun Ultra 10 Systems computer workstations located in the
County Assessor/Register of Deeds Office.  Term of the agreement is for a one
year period beginning July 1, 2003 and ending June 30, 2004.  Total cost of the
agreement is $1,272.  (C-03-0373)

E. An application to continue the Lancaster County EyeMed vision care plan for an
additional 12 months which makes the plan period a 24 month plan from
January 1, 2003 to December 31, 2004.  (C-03-0376)

F. Acceptance of Ameritas Group Dental to keep the administrative fee for
Lancaster County’s dental plan at $4.71 for the January 1, 2004 to December
31, 2004 plan year.  The monthly fee of $4.71 per enrolled employee shall
remain in effect.  (C-03-0377)

G. An agreement with Amanda Andrae to assist in the implementation and
management of program evaluation and the monitoring of activities established
within the Quality Assurance Plan for programs under the auspices of the Office
of Juvenile Mental Health.  The term of the agreement is from August 1, 2003
to December 31, 2003.  The County shall pay up to $39.68 per hour for up to
600 hours.  Total compensation under this agreement shall not exceed
$25,000.  (C-03-0378)
